Ford Plans Enlarged 
Mr. Roosevelt directed the war 
secretary to “ take whatever ac­ 
tion is n ee d ed ’’ to obtain a rate 
of production outlined in a private 
m e m o ran d u m which was not made 
pu blic. 
Defense officials reported coin­ 
cidentally that plans were under 
consideration to enlarge an $11.- 
000,000 airplane plant at Ypsi­ 
lanti. Mich , so it can 
tu rn 
out 
completed 21-ton bombers instead 
of merely air frames. 
Tile plant 
is being built bv Henry Ford.

was emphasized that this plan is 
in the discussion stage and that 
contracts for the plant have not 
yet been drafted.

Two o th e r plants, with a rated 
monthly capacity of BO each, are 
being built at Tulsa, Okla., and 
Fort W orth, Tex., the arm y bas
